“It took mo soventy-three days,” 
Mr. Stubba anid in an intorview, 
“and of that time forty-two days. 
were spent jn actual travolling. 
My running expensen woro £76, 
and the whole journey cost mo 
£345, : 

“Travelling through Baluchis- 
tan, Persia, Iraq, Syria, Greece, 
Bulgaria, Jugoslavin, Hungary, 
Germany, and Belgium, I have had 
n wonderful oxperlence of tho 
roads of many countries, It apenks 
well for the general standard that 
we only had two puncturos during 
the journey, on which we averaged 
at nineteen miles an hour, 

“Tho roads in the Nenr East aro 
better than most of thoso In 
Europe. Germany has about the 
beat of the, Continental roads, but 
there is none anywhere to equal 
the British roads. 

“While on the rond betwech 
Bagdad and Damascus we were 
attacked by Araba, but we linked 
up with o motor caravan and won’ 
through without mishap.”

UNDER FIRE! 


Thrills for Local 
Yachtsmen, 


CURIOUS INCIDENT. 


A few days ago a couple of 
local yachtsmen, had an unusual 
experience, being fired on by vill- 
agers on Tsi Mi Wan Island. 

It appears that the yachtsmen 
were cruising in the forenoon 
about half a mile to the north of 
the Island of Tsi Mi Wan and 
about six miles distant from Gap 
Rock. 

They decided to enter the small 
haven on the north side of Tsi 
Mi Wan. As they approached 
they noticed a crowd of Chinese 
gathered on the highest part of 
the low islet, on which is a vill- 
age and which forms the break- 
water to the haven. 

When the yachtsmen were 
about 300 yards from the entrance 
the Chinese atarted rhouting to 
them to go away. The boat boy 
surmised that this was because 
the entrance had some foul rocks, 

However, as the chart showed 
ample water (214 fathoms), and 
as, in spite of the considerable sea 
running at the time, there were 
no breakers, the yachtsmen held 
their course, whereupon the vill- 
agers fired on them with 9 cannon 
(probably a Jingal). Fortunate- 
ly neither the yacht nor her crew 
were struck by any missile. 

As the yachtsmen were un- 
armed, and as the yacht was not 
built to withstand cannon fire, the 
yachtsmen immediately put 
about and stood out of range. 

The: yacht finally beat up to 
Cheung Chau, where she auchor- 
ed for the night,
